New Tension 


Hits Today 
In Berlin 


BERLIN (U PI)—Berlin took on 
a new air of tension today as 
Communist and W estern foreign 
ministers gathered to discuss it 
in Geneva. The Russians appeared 
to have started a new harassm ent 
campaign against Allied air traf­ 
fic and both sides of the border 
seethed with m ilitary activity. 


Communist troops in combat kit 
and arm ored cars drew up to the 
border of the A m erican Kreuzbcrg 
District and set up two machine 
guns in what appeaed to be an 
alert exercise. 
They left after two hours but 
later another unit went through 
the sam e procedure at another 
border point. 
West

were busy building sandbag b ar­ 
ricades and wooden firing posts 
for protection against any Commu­ 
nist gunfire. 
Communist 
guards

A U.S. Army battle group car­

Soviet jet fighters have buzzed

Even so, the secretary was de­ 
scribed as delighted with Thurs­ 
day’s shot. But he must not have 
been too surprised.

County Health Points 
To Dangers of Plants 


Vacation 
time

camping will bring many people 
into contact with plants that can 
he dangerous to them, the River- 
aide County Department of Public 
Health points out. E v e r y o n e 
knows of the intense discomfort 
caused by poison ivy, but not all 
of us are aware that the ornamen­ 
tal English ivy and the beautiful 
primrose or lily of the valley can 
be poisonous to susceptible 
per­ 
sons. 
Many plants and 
shrubs 
com­ 
monly grown about the home can 
be harmful on contact to especial­ 
ly sensitive people. Other plants 
are poisonous when 
chewed 
or 
eaten. 


Unheavenly Itch 
The leaves of the tree of heaven 
can give an unheavenly itch to 
some people. Others that can be 
troublesome are narsnip, rhubarb, 
wild ginger, 
wild 
carrot, 
hops, 


Red Scale 
Check Set 


For Start 


For miny years now an annual 
Inspection has been made, check­ 
ing each residential yard in Coa­ 
chella Valley, for red scale. Red 
Scale (Aonidiella aurantii) 
is 
a 
very small armored 
insect 
and 
may go undetected by one 
not 
familar with it until some prized 
citrus tree or plant starts dying 
In addition to all citrus there 
■re many host 
plants 
such 
as 
roses, Euonymus, Ligustrum, Oli 
ves. Holly and others too numer- 
our to mention which are attacked 
by Red Scale, The inspection is 
performed by a crew of men who 
are trained to locate this particu 
lar pest. 


One Job 
They are trained and authorized 
to do this particular work only, 
and in no way do they replace 
work done or advice given by a 
resident's own gardener or gard 
ening adviser, except in relation 
to red scale. 
Because of the great financial 
cost of control measures on citrus 
trees and ornamental plants once 
this insect becomes established, 
the large and growing citrus indus 
try of Coachella Valley carries the 
burden of cost of inspection and 
treatment. This is done through 
the effort of the Riverside County 
Citrus Pest Control District, and 
there is no charge to the home­ 
owner for 
either 
inspection 
or 
treatment 
when 
Red 
Scale 
is 
found. If Red Scale is found on 
any property the owner will be 
contacted before any treatm ent is 
made.

All members of the inspection 
crew wear distinctive uniforms, 
and each carries an identification 
card. Each householder 
will

presented with a slip of paper de­ 
scribing the program and asking 
for cooperation in checking h i s

Tamarisk 
Has Kin 
In Name 


M O D ER N O R IEN TA L design is featured in

juniper, dock, buckwheat, butter­ 
cups, lady slippers, boxwood, au 
tumn crocus, 
scarlet pimpernel, 
jimson weed, virgin’s bower, and 
the milky saps of mulberry, snow- 
on-the-mountain and osage orange. 
Mushroom (toadstool) poisoning 
I known to ail, but less known is 
the fact that at least 50 per cent 
of people die who eat the par­ 
ticularly poisonous varieties. Only 
cultivated mushrooms from relia­ 
ble sources should be eaten. Even 
potatoes can be poisonous when 
they are green or sprouting. So can 
grains, especially rye, when infect­ 
ed with a certain fungus. 


Mistletoe Fatal 
The romantic mistletoe has been 
fatal for several children who ate 
its berries. Bulbs of lilies can also 
be dangerous and should be kept 
out of the reach of small children. 
Other plants 
that 
may 
cause 
serious poisoning or death if eaten 
include foxglove, larkspur, orien­ 
tal poppies, oleander. Daphne, En­ 
glish ivy, narcissus, meadow sat 
fron and matrimony vine. 
Under certain 
growing 
condi 
tions, some plants produce th e 
deadly poison, hydrocyanic or prus­ 
sic acid. These include wild cher­ 
ries, flax, Christmas berry, choke 
cherry, sorghum, arrow g r a s s , 
velvet gras and Sudan grass. 


Take a Tour 
Marijuana, or 
hemp, 
requires 
special mention. This devastating 
narcotic grows as a wayside weed 
in many parts of the United States 
and should be destroyed whenever 
found. 
To avoid discomfort and possi­ 
bly more serious effects it is sug­ 
gested that Dad take the young­ 
sters on a field tour of the neigh­ 
borhood and brief them on what 
to watch out for. A preliminary 
trip to the library or an inexpen­ 
sive paperback book on plants 
will help him recognize those he 
is not familiar with. 
A booklet published and 
pre­ 
pared by the University of Cali­ 
fornia, Agricultual Extension Ser­ 
vice entitled, “ Poisonous 
Plants 
In The Garden.” is available to 
every home library where small 
children reside.

On the page of 867 of Websters 
College Dictionary you will find the 
names Tamarack, Tamarau, Tam- 
arin, Tamarind, and Tamarisk run­ 
ning concurrently. Peculiarly they 
are not all trees. The first is Tam­ 
arack, of Algonquian origin, and 
is mentioned as any of several 
larches; also their wood. 
The next is not a tree; it is 
named a small dark sturdily built 
buffalo native to the Philippine Is­ 
land of Mindoro. Next is Tamarin; 
it turned out to be any of numer­ 
ous squirrel-like South 
American 
marmosetets. Tamarind was t h e 
name of the tree. It is tropical and 
of the senna family, with hard 
yellowish wood, 
pinnate leaves, 
and red-striped flowers. The fruit 
or pod of this tree, having an acid 
pulp, used for preserves, and also 
made into a cooling laxative drink. 
Next comes the Tamarisk:—Any 
of a genus of shrubs or trees, typi­ 
cal of a 
family 
(Tamaricaceae, 
the tamarisk family) of chiefly des­ 
ert shrubs and trees having nar­ 
row entire 
leaves, 
and 
flowers 
with five stamens and a one-celled 
ovary. Several 
species 
yield 
a 
manna. 
None of the above is, despite 
the word Tamarisk, giving us the 
real name of the coarse, rapid 
growing, trees that have long been 
a wonderful help in resisting much 
of the strong winds that sweeps 
down the valley. All the old tim­ 
ers know it as the Tamarisk—de­ 
spite Webster’s Dictionary. Quite 
a long time ago old-timer Charlie 
Doyle wrote us giving the story 
of our Tamarisk, (Athel or Arabic 
evergreen according to Doyle). 
He talks of six cuttings <12” x 
1") that was brought in from Nu­ 
bian desert and died. Later the 
second cuttings were brought in 
and every tree in Coachella Valley 
is the result of the six cuttings 
brought in from ‘Arabia. An old 
friend of Doyle was an arborcultur- 
ist that planted them all and filled 
the whole valley with Athel Tam­ 
arisk originally brought in from 
Arabia long-long ago. 
An amateur gardener might be 
confused by gardening terms that 
are comparatively 
new 
on 
the 
market; in fact each month one 
seems to hop up to further con­ 
found him. 
Host 
plant 
appears 
frequently; it simply means that 
the plant in question is host to 
destructive bugs. In a nursery he 
might see a bag marked N16, P16, 
K’; these are but symbols for the 
most needed nutrients — nitrogen, 
phosporus and potash in that or­ 
der. The numbers simply note the 
percentage of each chemical. 
Organic means the product of 
national origin fish and sludge for 
instance, . Synthetically 
produced 
fertilizers such as chemical plant 
foods are inorganic. Both h a v e 
their place in gardening but the 
inorganic species need an addition 
of humus or compost to help main­ 
tain bacterial life. Chelate (pro- 
nouned kelate), or iron chelate 
is added to soil to make the soil's 
iron available to plants. Without 
iron chelate there would be little 
of the soil's own iron used.

The safety council enlisted the

Phil Dykatra, manager of home 
safety for the council, said the 
survey showed that in a one-year 
period Dade County had 130 such 
accidents.

For h alf an hour 
she advised the President of the 
United Slates, while he (L e w i s) 
lay im prisoned and helpless." 


Thick-Set Biographies 


With the recent deaths of Wil­

Of these four great novelists, 
none 
ever

Force, H em ingway did front line 
am bulance service with the Ital­ 
ians, later saw a lot of war with 
Spanish and British outfits, and 
Fitzgerald 
languished in World 
War I training cam ps. 
O n l y 
Faulkner ever really lived out 
his life in the United States and 
had a place called home. Hem­ 
ingw ay chose to be sn expatri­ 
ate, while Lewis wandered about 
in this country and Europe and 
died abroad. Fitzgerald cavorted 
in New York and Paris, stayed 
a while in Maryland, w here he 
m et the boy Andrew Turnbull, 
his finest biographer, but w a s 
restless and uprooted in hotels, 
apartm ents and rented houses. 
Only Faulkner, again, had any­ 
thing approaching what w e think 
of in Am erica as a happy, nor­ 


m al marriage — the others, for 
various reasons, being denied it 
b y bad luck or refusing it by 
tem perament. Tw o of them liked 
liquor and could handle it, but 
it hurt Wolfe and helped to ruin 
Fitzgerald. Faulkner died peace­ 
fully in his hom e town with a 
new book on the best-seller list, 
but Hemingway took 
his 
own 
life, Fitzgerald and Wolfe cam e 
to their deaths in torment and 
neglect w hile 
relatively 
young 
m en, and L ew is, having driven 
m any good 
friends from 
him , 
cried out tow ard the end that 
he was the unhappiest man who 
ev er lived. 


Element of Tragedy 


The element of tragedy here is 
very intense, and there 
is 
no 
gainsaying 
that 
the 
American 
environment played a consider­ 
able part. Our stratified society 
system irked and frustrated Fitz­ 
gerald, who w as never quite the 
Southern gentlem an or the fully- 
acceptsble Princetonian of h i s 
dream s, but w hat really drove 
him 
to despair, 
it appears 
in 
the Turnbull biography, w as the 
fact that the American literary 
system paid him big m oney for 
fluffy, 
patternized 
writing 
and 
would not (since he felt that he 
needed m oney to splurge) 
pay 
nearly so well 
for 
his 
serious 
work. Wolfe, essentially a one- 
book author, evideotly felt that 
he could not return to college 
teaching, a part-tim e c a r e e r 
which Faulkner took up w i t h 
grace and usefulness in his last 
years. Both Lewis and H em ing­ 
w ay were 
well-paid 
for 
their 
good work and bad. Hemingway 
had an artiitic conscience which, 
for the most part, demanded his 
b est or none at all. Lewis, or his 
publishers, didn't know when to 
quit, although he was financially 
ab le to do so. 
The Big Four were admirably 
above politics, even if L e w i s 
dabbled a bit. It may be that 
the apolitical type 
of 
creative 
w riter died out with them, for 
the reason that Am erica does not 
sufficiently evoke writing which 
is above the dom estic and inter­ 
national struggle. Topics of the 
tim es have outranked that which 
is tim eless. M ore's the pity.
